News of another successful F’rencb 
a ir raid has been received, tile avia­ 
tors dropping bombs on the lies Bab­ 
ion railway station at Metz, the base 
of supply for the G erm an armiea in 
France.

On Woman Suffrage. 


The question of Woman Suffrage Is before the Ameri­ 
can people for disposition and it la tho duty of every 
citizen to study diligently and dispassionately every phase 
of tho issue. 
The leading exponent* of both side* of the 
subject have spoken and the argum ent* have been ably* 
and conclusively presented. 
S ecretary of th e T reasury McAdoo defined bls posi­ 
tion on suffrage several years ago w hen he pleaded for 
equality to women in connection with th e em ployment 
of women as ticket takers in the H udson River tubes. 
In response to inquiries as to his a ttitu d e on woman suf­ 
frage In New York state, which will be voted on at the 
November election, the secretary said: 


"I shall vote for the w om an suffrage am endm ent to the New York state 


constitution. 
Women are an economic feature of co n stan tly Increasing Im­ 


portance in organized society. 
In business and tmh trial life they have been 
forced to play a larger and m ore conspicm 
part th a n ever before in the 


w orld’l history. They have m et these new dem ands and responsibilities with­ 


out im p airm en t of their higher and param ount duties to society. I ara sure 


that ail the theoretical objections attainst their exercise of tile right of suffrage 


will prove as groundless as w ere th e earlier objection* of the sam e sort to 


their la rg e r participation in the business and industrial life of tho nation. 


"T h e right to vote may, and I hope will, strengthen th e power of women 


to assist in bringing many social and moral reform s in which they are equally, 


if n o t m o re vitally, in terested th an men. 
Suffrage m ay give them the 


opp o rtu n ity of contributing notably to the progress of civilization and th# 


ad v a n cem en t of the general welfare. 
Certainly, as th e w eaker ##x, women 


are en titled to at least an equal opportunity with the stronger sex, and 


especially in all that intim ately concerns the welfare of both, 


" T h e A m erican women have m ade a game fight and a fair fight for suf­ 


frage and a re entitled to win. 
They have appealed to th e reason and Intelli­ 


gence of tho country and have not adopted m ilitant methods. They also have 


ta k en th e rig h t course in reso rtin g to each state for actio n upon a question 


which is peculiarly within th e province of the states th em selv es.”
